Shortly after, His Majeſtic returned from 5forland, 
there beinga very long debate inthe Houſe of Commons 
concerning an unparliawentary Remonſtrance to be pub. 
liſhed co the People ot the ſtareob the Kiagdome, (which 
many of Vs then thought might prove prejndiciallto the 
Peacethereof;)- Capraine Yenne, then a Membcr of the 
Houſe of Commons, ( who had before bragged of ha+ 
ving broughtdawarthe People upon thetwo Houles, and 
ſodrawn Reſolutions:tromthem, yfent notes 1n writing 
under his hand ito the Cicie,that the People ſhould come 
downto We#min#er, for that thebetter part of the Houſe 
wadthe to be over-powred by the worſer part ;, whereupon 
botharthartime, agydſome dayes after, Multitudes of the 
meaneſt-ſort of:People, wxrhweaponsnot agreeing with 
their condition or cuſtome, in a manner very contrary and 
deſtruQiveto the Priviledge of Parliament, filled up the 
way betwcen both Houſes,  offering-injuries both by 
words and aQtionsto, and laying violent hands upon ſc» 
verall Members, preclaiming the names of {everall of 
the Peeres, as evill androtten-hearted' Lords, Crying out 
many houres together againſt the eſtabliſhed Lawes, in a 
moſt tutqulcuous: & -menacing way. This ation of Cap. - 
tain Yeune's was complained of ro:the Houle of Com- 
mons, and Witneſſes offered to prove it ; a Fellow who 
had aſſaulted aad reproached a Member of the Houſe of 
Commons in thoſe Tumults was complained of, and 
fiewedto the Houſe,inthe number of thoſe who brought 
a Petition to the Barre , and yet in neither of theſe _=

Tuſtice,-or ſo much as at'Examinationcould be obtained, 
Upon a ſuggeſtion and pretence of danger, and ſuit made 
to His Majeftic., a Guard was allowed-and appointed 
by Him for theſccurity of both |Houſes - ſhortly after, 
this Guard was refuſed and-diſcharged-by themſelves, 
anda new Guard appointed-by them without -his Maje- 
Nies conſent, thereby to awe all thoſe who concurred nor 
with them, A legall Writ iſſuing out by the direction of 
the Houſe of Peeres under-the great Seale of England, te 
preventthoſeTumults which dayly infeſted both Houſes, 
the Tuſtices of thePeace;for executing that Vit acaord- 
ing totheirOathes, were impriſoned by the Houſe of C5- 
mons. A Commiſſion under the great Seale of England, 
for enquiry after Riots committed in Sowthwarke, was 
likewiſe ſuperſeded by -an Order of the Houſe of Com- 
mons ; and when the Lords defired by ſeverallMcflages, 
that the Houle of Commons would joyne with them-in 
a Declaration againſt Tumults, they refuſed, or negleR. 
ed 10 joynewith them, it being ſaid'by Maſter Pyminthe 
Houſe of Commons, -God forbid we ſhould diſheartemour 
friends who came to afift ws.) And albeit ome of the 
Lords profeſſed, that jt the People were againe drawne 
downe 1n that tumultuous manner, they would no more 
come tothe Houſe y, and.albeit an-Order was made, thar 
inſucha caſe the Houſe ſhould þe prelcatly agjourned, 
yetchoſe Tumules again appearing, that Order, though 
urged by ſeverall Lords, 'was not ſifftered to be exc- 
enced. 

The Houſe of -Commons having -defired the Houſe of 
Peeres to joyn with them in defiring his Majcſt y,thatthe 
Militia ot this Kingdom might be put -into ſuch hands 
as both Houſes did conkide in 000 this deſire having

many good motions, and'paſſiag choſe neceffary Rillspre. 
ſentedto them from that Houſe, forthe publiquegood, 
and defiring Liberty ro proteſt againſt all thoſe, ' as Ene- 
mics to the. publique,who refuſed to-joyne with the Ho- 
nourable Lords, whoſe endeavours were for the publique 
good,/ and with the Houſe of Commons, for the putting 
the Kingdom'into' a poſture of ſafety , under the Com- 
mand of ſuch perſons as the Parliament ſhoul4appoynr; 
Severall Petitions of the ſame nature, particularly oneum
